The Harvard Bureau of Business Research has issued a bu’ 
letin showing that the highést net profit made in the reta 
grocery (business dgring war times by an individual store 
which they have knowledge was 9.9% per cent; that the low: 
profit was an actual loss of 6.5 per cent net, and that tl} 
average net profit of all reta:l grocers in their extensive in 
vestigation was only 2.3 per cent net on the prices of the 
goods sold. 

This net profit of a fraction over 2 per cent was the com- 
mon experience of the average grocer during war times under 
condit:ons which are now continuing, and is a sufficient an- 
swer to the popular idea that retail grocery profits are large, 
because Harvard University is not interested in the grocery 
business, except scientifically, aNd is making ‘this report as a 
matter of education.
